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PUBLIC WORKS ACTIVITIES 


Cleaning of Water Main Gives Added Efficiency — Interest- 


ing Operation Draws Many Spectators — Make 
Provisions for Winter Work 


Fight, thousand feet of 12-inch main 
water pipe on Lowell street extending from 
the pumping station to Argilla road were 
cleaned Sunday for the first time since the 
pipe was laid approximately thirty years 
ago, materially increasing the carrying 
capacity of the main. 

Pre| arations were commenced at two 
o’clock in the morning when the pipe at 
the Haggett’s pond station was started to 
fill the high- -pressure reservoir, and the 
other pump being started at four to fill the 
old reservoir, tasks completed at half past 
nine. The main near the pumping station 
was then cut and the pipe cleaner, an in- 
venious toothed device weighing about 
300 pounds, was inserted and the two sec- 
tions rejoined. At Argilla road a section 
of pipe was removed and a temporary pipe 
laid from which to discharge the waste. 
With the pump at the station again at 
work, the pressure of the water forced the 
cleaner through the pipe carrying incrusta- 
tions and waste before it to be discharged 
eventually at Argilla road. The sections of 
pipe were then replaced and there was 
another session of pee to assure an 
abundance of water for the Town’s Monday 
morning activities. 

The equipment for cleaning the pipe was 
furnished by the National Water Main 
Cleaning Company of New York City. 

The operation was ‘completed without 
mishap. The increased flow from the hy- 
draats will add greatly to their efficiency 
in case of fire, and the reduction of friction 
as the water is pumpep through the main 
will result in a material saving of fuel at 
the pumping station. 

The monthly report of Superintendent 
Charles T. Gilliard is substantially as 
follows: 


CLEANING WATER MAIN 


Eight thousand feet of 12-inch main 
water pipe on Lowell street from the Pump- 
ing Station to Argilla road were cleaned 
Sunday, December 2nd, and this cleansing 
has materially increased and the carrying 
capacity of the main . Tests indicated that 
the pipe prior to cleaning had the carrying 
capacity of only a 10-inch pipe, and this 
reduced cross sectional area caused by an 
incrustation inside the pipe built up an 
excessive friction head. Results of tests 
show that the average percentage increase 
of flow from the hydrants connected to that 


section of the cleaned main is 27 per cent. 

Tests at the Pumping Station were made 
before and after cleaning the pipe and it 
was noted that it required 12 lbs. per square 
inch less pressure to pump the same quantity 
of water. After cleaning it was also noted 
that maintaining the same pressure as before 
cleaning the number of strokes of the 
engine increased 5 per minute which figures 
out that by burning the same quantity 
of coal the increase in pumping amounts 
to approximately 10 to approximately 10 per cent. cent.

The most radical changes are to be noted 
in the quarters for the Selectmen and Town 
clerk and treasurer at the right of the entrance. 
The office of the tax-collector has been 
removed to a seperate room further down 
the corridor leaving that space for the desks 
of the three selectmen. This is divided 
from the public portion of the office by. a 
low partition formed from some of the orig- 
inal paneling. The Town clerk’s and treas 
urer’s department will, as formerly, be 
next the entrance door. A new steel counter 
with files and closets with sliding doors 
will form the division line on this side. New 
grill work will extend around the office of 
the treasurer, but the removal of the old 
grill work as well as of the partition between 
the clerk’s office and the selectmen’s room 
gives an added impression of space. 

A large vault for the storage of valuable 
papers has been built next to the old one 
with a third vault beneath it. The necessity 
for this added space was one of the imperative 
reasons for the changes in the arrangement 
of the offices. 

The second door on the right leading 
from the main corridor gives access to the 
office of the tax-collector. With a desk 
placed next the window, the working con- 
ditions are a great improvement over those 
in the office just vacated. 

A private office for the chief of police, 
cut off from vA rtion of the court room 
(once the school committee room) is the 
next in ey This leaves the remaining 
rooms on the Barnard-street side of the 
Town house for lockers and the use of the 
patrolmen. 

No ce have been made in the Board 

orks offices or the Board of 
Health room. The sanitaries have been 
transferred from the right to the left side 
of the corridor. 

The lower Town hall has been trans- 
formed into a di ified court toom. The 
bookcases with their collection of legal 
books, formerly found in the selectmen’s 
office, now form a background to the Judge’s 
desk. The witness box is on its left anda 
brass rail surrounds the space reserved for 
lawyers and witnesses.

PUBLIC WORKS ACTIVITIES 


(Continued from page 1) 


WATER DEPARTMENT 

A 6-inch water ine on the Phillips academy 
property, directly in the way of the new 
dining hall now under construction has 
been relocated. This necessitated laying 
360 feet of 6-inch water pipe. 

The locations of all water house con- 
nection and new water mains installed 
this year have been checked, and the plans 
are now being drawn. In addition, some of 
the old house service locations have been 
checked. A leaky water gate valve and hy- 
drant at the corner of Lovejoy road and 
Lowell street were repaired. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The snow fence has been erected and the 
snow plows have been inspected and the 
worn parts replaced. 

On the evening of November 25th the 
streets and sidewalks became very slippery, 
and to insure the safety of pedestrians and 
vehicles the dangerous places were well 
sanded. 

A truck and snow plow have been engaged 
from the Lawrence Crushed Stone company 
to take care of the roads in the heart of the 
Town in the event of a snow storm. 

The highway fence on Shawsheen road 
has been painted and more of this work will 
be done as the weather permits, 

Bannister road and a section of Dascomb 
road have been scraped. A number of 
bowlders on Beacon street which made 
travel somewhat dangerous have been re- 
moved. 

A section of highway fence has been built 
on Chandler road at a dangerous point. 
Three culverts on Lowell street have been 
thoroughly cleaned. The remaining work of 
graveling a section of Greenwood road has 
been completed and this road is now in good 
condition from Lowell street to High Plain 
road. Lovejoy road is now receiveng a 
similar treatment. A section of River road 
that had heretofore given considerable 
trouble has been covered with ashes, and 
a section of Ballardvale road is now being 
given a like treatment. 

Gutters have been dug from the end of 
the new section of highway on River road 
n front of the Shattuck farm. Heretofore 
the faulty structure of the gutter caused 
the water to run into the adjoining pro rerty. 
The new gutter has remedied this defect. 

Phillips academy has very generously 
permitted the Town to flood a section of 
their property on the east side of Morton 
pst so that it can be used as a skating 
rink. 

The steam roller has been thouroughly 
cleaned and put up for the winter, and a few 
minor repairs have been made. 

The cracks on the Main street block 
paving job have been sealed to prevent 
water from getting underneath and freezing, 

SEWER DEPARTMENT 

All ‘sewer house connections which were 
installed this year have been checked and 
the plans are now being drawn. A leak in 
the main sewer line a few hundred feet 
from the Den Rock road has been repaired. 


Two Hundred Years in the Chandler 
Family 


The following paragraphs are from a 
sermon prcesned last Sunday in the South 
Church 
death of 


Miss Chandler was the last in a line which 
has stretched unbroken, I think, in the 
membership of this church for over 200 
years. The first of the name in New England, 
William Chandler, settled in Roxbury, but 
three of his children were among the founders 
of Andover and earliest members of the 
North Andover church. His oldest child, 
Hannah Chandler, married George Abbot, 
and they lived across the road from here but 
a little farther on, in a log cabin where Mr. 
| George Abbot’s house now stands. It was 
son, Joseph, who was killed by the 


Mr. Shipman in recognition of the 
Miss Laura Chandler. 


Indians. The Indians probably came up the 
Shawsheen in canoes, skulked up the hill, 
and killed the young man while he was work- 
ing in the field. They took his boy brother, 
Timothy, unharmed. and kept him several 
months; but a compassionate squaw brought 
him back—one of the few dramatic stories 
in Andover history. Sixty-five years after 
the settlement of Andover, each of the three 
Chandlers contributed children to the 
founders’ roll of this South Church. But a 
Chandler of the fourth generation, a certain 
ohn Chandler,whose father had remained 
in the North Church, was the first of the 
line of which I am speaking today. That is, 
he joined by profession in 1712, a year later 
than his uncles and aunts 
letter. 

If one is to call Captain John Chandler 

one of “the Quiet of the Land,” it is neces- 
sary to admit that he had his unquiet 
moments. In his youth he was the champion 
wrestler of Andover, and one day he went to 
Ipswich to win new laurels by throwing the 
Rey. John Wise, pastor of the church in 
that town, a champion of wider renown, But 
Mr. Wise said that he had given up wrestling 
since he became a minister. He yielded, 
however, to the pleadings of the disappointed 
Andoverian, and they went out into the 
back yard, where after a few moments Mr, 
Wise, with a sudden trip and a twitch, 
threw John Chandler over a wall and onto his 
back, and then would not give him another 
chance. But another encounter resulted 
better. Young Chandler was in Newburyport, 
when he felt a hand on his shoulder, and 
there were three King’s officers, determined 
to impress him for the king’s army. After 
some argument, he went with them, for 
they were three to his one. The four walked 
quietly along until they reached a deep 
cellar-hole, with ashes and half-consumed 
timbers still burning in the hole, and then 
John seized the three officers, one by one, 
and threw them all into the cellar, and went 
on his way. 

About this time the South Church Chand- 
lers became too numerous to follow easily, 
Wrestling John and his wife, Hannah Frye, 
had twelve children. One would hardly ex- 

ct all these children to have been strong. 

The Andover Samson himself died at the 
relatively early age of sixty-two, and his 
son, Joshua at twenty-nine, and his son 
Zebediah at forty-five, and his son Joseph at 
fifty-six. 

hen as now, worldly prosperity depended 

a good deal on possessing a sound mind in a 
sound body and on having one’s husband or 
father last through a fairly long life. Zebediah, 
dying at forty-five, three weeks after the 
battle of Bunker Hill, of course did not 
“last” very well. He had a more rugged 
younger brother, Joshua, who became a 
master carpenter, built our third South 
Church meeting-house, and died a rather 
rich man, (He was the ancestor of both 
Judge and Mrs, Frederick Chandler.) But 
Zebediah and his father and his son—all 
three men of lessened physical vigor— 
slightly changed the character of their race, 
Their strain ran too strongly to be lost, to be 
sure, especially in religion, Captain John 
had been a religious man. His fellow-citizens 
showed their confidence in him by electing 
him a selectman and his fellow churchmen 
showed a greater contidence by electing him 
the moderator of their parish a number of 
times, He may rightly be called “one of the 


had come by 


quiet” of our Yankee land,—sober, industri- 
ous, unadventurous, for the most part 
silently cherishing the moral standards and 
immortal hopes of New England religion. 
And then came his descendants, not so 
tough in physical fibre, living a little less on 
the frontier, Time and change were rubbing 
the stone to a smoother surface, With less 
bodily vigor perhaps came greater thought- 
ulness, more refined sentiment. ‘The race 
current had set in the direction of a deeper 
personal religion, It might even arrive at a 
time when one of its men would be elected a 
church deacon,—and that was a time when 
deacons were elected for life. 

The time arrived with Ralph Holbrook 
Chandler, son of the Joseph Chandler of 
whom I spoke last, the son of Zebediah, With 
Joseph Chandler we have crossed into the 
19th century. He survived during its first 
fifteen years, living on the River Road in 
the West Parish. A year before he died, his 
son ie was married at the age of twenty- 
three. Three years later he united with this 
church, his deaconship was later, and in the 
North Andover Church. He was the keeper 
of the town almshouse. He married succes- 
sively two sisters, daughters of a staunch 
deacon, faithful and true people like himself 
and he had thirteen children, the last of 
whom died ten days ago, and last Sunday 
we carried her worn little body to the West 
Parish graveyard. 

Speaking from hearsay, I suppose that 
the most notable of her brothers and sisters 
was Deacon Holbrook Chandler, the fifth of 
the thirteen. For seventeen years he was 
local agent for the trustees of Phillips 
Academy and the Seminary, in looking 
after the farm, the grounds, the buildings, 
the chapel. On Sundays he became a volun- 
teer postman and distributed a little re- 
ligious paper, the “Wellspring.” When his 
time to die drew near, he sent for the chapel 
pastor, for the treasurer, and for the principal 
of the academy. He was very weak, but he 
said a few last thing. He said, “There are the 
books and the accounts, they are all straight.” 
Then he gave a message for the teachers, and 
to the boys he sent the admonition that 
they should be “good, Christian boys,” 
For himself he said, God has kept me all my 
life. I love Him—and He will keep me for- 
ever.” For a Boston newspaper Dr. Bancroft 
wrote his obituary in three words: “ Christian. 
Faithful. Honest.” His daughter, Miss Ada 
Chandler, long a missionary in Japan, is not 
now a member of this church, though she 
lives not far away. 

My own memories begin with Emily 
Chandler, five years younger than Holbrook, 
and who lived to the age of eighty-eight. 
She was little in body, strong in good sense, 
resolute in will, quiet but genuine in her 
piety, on the whole decidedly a more able 
woman than her youngest two sisters. To 
say that is just to her, but it is not meant as a 
c iticism of dear little Miss Frances or of 
Miss Laura. There are many of you here 
today who do not need to be told that Laura 
Chandler was a woman of Puritan principles, 
a gay spirit, a shrewd hatred of sham, an 
eager interest in people. She fought with 
neurasthenia all her life, and showed it that 
it could be beaten. And this she did although 
during part of her life she was a school- 
teacher, steeling herself to an occupation for 
which she was not suited. She belonged to a 
race which apparently has needed an open- 
air life or—if it has ventured to keep to 
indoor life—an indoor life of bodily stir. 
At its peril it has taken to sitting at desks. It 
has needed physical action to keep nerves 
and temper in their proper place. Its men 
have been farmers, tanners, blacksmiths, 
mill overseers, engineers. Its “quietness” 
has been that of righteousness and devout- 
hess, its religion has been neither fashionable 
nor cranky, but sober, stable, faithful and 
earnest.

The Worm is Turning 


Some years ago Massachusetts was 
the textile leader of the country. But the 
activity of the labor unions and the 
rigid labor laws of this state have put us 
at a disadvantage as compared with 
other states. Consequently there has 
been a drift to the southern part of the 
country where chambers of commerce 
have enticed northern capital by point- 
ing out the advantages accruing to 
capitalists who manufacture in states 
where labor is cheap. One statement 
from a Power country in the Carolinas 
reads “The avarage work day is ten 
productive hours. The average work 
week is fifty-five to sixty hours. Day 
and night operation is common in many 
mills and factories.” In the Carolinas 
alone over 125,000 children are working 
as much as sixty or more hours weekly. 
These states have no kind of a work- 
men’s compensation law, compulsory 
insurance, or medical service laws. 

The result of such ‘‘cheap labor’ 
conditions is far-reaching. We learn that 
today 63 per cent of the nation’s cotton 
is manufactured south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. Both Carolinas have 
surpassed Massachusetts in the value 
of their textiles produced. 

The cheap labor conditions responsi- 
ble for this industrial revolution in the 
textile industry will not long endure. 
It is true that the southerner has gladly 
seized upon the opportunity to watch 
the looms for longer hours and less 
money than his northern brothers and 


in a Few Moments 


The largest organ in the world is in the 
Grand Court of the Wanamaker Store in 
Philadelphia. Here some of the world’s 
greatest players have performed—men such 
as Courboin, Dupre, Vierne, Hollins, Lan- 
quetuit, Bossi, Christian and others, before 
enormous audiences. It was at the key- 
board of this colossal instrument, famous 
for the array of great organists who had 
played it, that a twenty-one-year-old youth 
from Italy—Fernando Germani—had one 
of his greatest triumphs. With the calm 
assurance and poise of a veteran, this ex- 
traordinary young man devoted but a 
brief period to practice on the complex 
keyboards, and entered into a demonstra- 
tion of organ talent which made him famous 
at once in the Quaker City. Before an au- 
dience of over 5000 persons, Germani 
played a program which comprised some 
of the greatest works in organ literature, 
including the colossal Liszt Ad Nos Fantasia 
and Fugue, a work so complex and difficult 
that it is rarely played in public. The Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger exclaimed, “It was 
here that Germani showed his real powers 
in a congenial work. The entire number 
was played with typical Lisztian fire, and 
evoked storms of applause from the audience. 
H. T. Craven, writing in the Philadelphia 
Record, _ said: 

“The great organ at Wanamaker’s re- 
sponded inspiringly last evening to a master 
personality of the console. Young Fernando 
Germani demonstrated that he is one of the 
premiere organists of the day—of signal 
authority is his art—it may be termed 
superbly matured, Although its possessor 
is but twenty-one years of age, he is old 
enough to have triumphed over the question- 
able laurels that accompany mere pre- 
cociousness—his genius is alreadyn aturally 
seasoned. Such additional qualities as come 
with years may bring a certain incidental 
enrichment, but his magnificent funda- 
mentals as a virtuoso must be unchanged, 
for they are now fully formed. The Liszt 
‘Ad Nos’ Fantasie and Fugue in particular 
developed the colossal resources of Signor 
Germani’s technique. It was a thrilling 
exposition of the rich polyphony of the organ 
answering the behests of a true overlord.” 

The Philadelphia Inquirer commented 
further on Germani’s youth, saying: 

“Gernani, in addition to a remarkably 
flexible technique, possesses a breadth of 
style that is fetal in a youth of twenty- 
one years, his interpretative maturity 
being particularly notable in the great 
Bach Passacaglia and Fugue in C minor.” 

Andover will have occasion to judge 
Germani’s talent for itself. He plays a 
recital here this evening at 8.15 at George 
Washington Auditorium, Phillips Academy.

Apropos of Mr. Frost’s article in last 
week's Townsman I would like to call to the 
attention of the people of Andover the con- 
ditions of our School Buildings as I found 
them in a tour of inspection, hoping that all 
“true citizens” having a real civic pride will 
at least take the time and interest to check 
up for themselves. 

Few towns of the size of Andover have 
the marvelous location for their Central 
Schools that we have, and I hope and 
believe, that there are few that are as handi- 
capped in trying to carry out an up-to-date 
schedule. , 

Let us begin, first of all, with the sanitaries, 
which should be, of course, the prime interest, 
affecting as they do the health of our town 
children, Outside of Punchard, the sanitaries 
are deplorably antiquated, situated as most 
of them are in the darkest corner of the 
basement, without sunlight or ventilation, 
They, one and all, should be condemned. 

The average modern housewife does not 
sweep a room as her mother and grand- 
mother did years ago, neither should we 
lie back and feel that these sanitaries are 
good enough for our children, 

I found in the old Punchard | uilding 
that they were using a makeshift girls’ 
dressing room for one class in a basement 
room, without ventilation or light. A beauti- 
ful breeding place for germs, and incidentally 
against State Laws. But what is our Super- 
intendent to do when every available place 
must be used? 

Then again, one room particularly in the 
Samuel Jackson School is directly over the 
central heating plant, and the temperature 
is usually auth too warm, necessitating 
opening windows, continually, thereby letting 
in soft coal air for our young Second Grade 
kiddies to breathe in. In the John Dove, if a 
teacher or pupil is ill, they can recline ina 
narrow basement room with a very small 
window—another makeshift. These schools 
are both overcrowded. 

In the Stowe school, one has only to 
make a short visit to find out how teachers 
and pupils alike are carrying on nobly under 
extreme difficulties. Here is felt the most 
congestion. 

How can we expect to hand down to our 
children a civic pride in their Schools under 
the present conditions? 

Personally, I should love to see an awaken- 
ing by our good Andover citizens to the 
real needs of our Public School System. I 
eel that every one of us should get behind 
our Superintendent, School Committee, and 
Teaching force; backing them up to our 
utmost regardless of its effect on taxation. 
The need is here, and should be met, and met 
fairly—facing facts as they exist. Let us not 
delude outselves that our School Buildings 
are up to date. 

Where is our gymnasium? Our fully 
equipped classrooms? Our modern sani- 
taries? 

Are we to be proud of our low tax rate 
(lower than surrounding towns) at the 
expense of our school children? 

Better Schools make better future Citizens.

Properties for Nativity Scene Brought 
from Spain 


A Nativity scene has been arranged on a 
table in the Abbot academy library by 
Miss Octavia W. Mathews, assisted by 
girls from her Bible classes, Inside a shallow 
tray built by the school carpenter under 
Mr. Scannell’s direction, is a desert of sand 
over which the wise men ride on horses 
toward the cave where is the holy manger. 
The wise men are followed by a servant 
leading camels. Near an oasis stands a 
woman carrying a load of wood on her head, 
She, like the man who kneels in adoration 
before the cave, is dressed in Spanish style, 
for the figures were bought in Spain by Miss 
Mathews. Sheep in the fields, the ox and the 
ass near the cave—all the appropriate 
animals are there. The cave inside which 
Mary and joseph kneel beside the manger, 
has been cleverly constructed from stones, 
an old tree and moss, On the front of the 
cave, looking as if it might be stone, is a 
large piece of cork which Miss Mathews 
procured in Spain, The trees are realistic, 
and were easily procured from the tips of 
the Abbot pine rees. This whole scene, a 
little larger than five by two feet, is an 
unusual and effective reminder of the birth 
of Christ.

ROGER W. BABSON SHOWS SCIENTIFIC 
DISCOVERIES COMING TO AID OF THE FARMER 


New Uses for Farm Products Will Help Solve Problem of Over-Production — Chemical 
and Mechanical Research Already Making Great Progress 
in Utilizing By-Products 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 
) t 


“In the final analysis the farm problem 
can never be solved through legislation. 
A measure of relief can no doubt be given 
by Governmental assistance to farm co- 
operatives, helping them to market the 
annual crop surplus in an orderly and efficient 
manner. Fundamentally, however, the farm 


roblem is an economic problem and not a 
legislative one. High tariff on certain agri- 
cultural products might help, but the bulk 
of them are not greatly affected by imports 
anyway. Thus, a higher farm tariT could 
bring only limited benefits. The core of this 
whole farm question is over-production. 
We produce more than this country can 
consume. Moreover, the export market is 
always in a precarious position owing to 
fluctuations in the crops of foreign countries. 
In some years we can export our big surplus 
at prices profitable to the farmer, but in 
late years we have not been able to do so. 

“You cannot regulate the planting of 
crops by legislation, and since the only 
way to reduce the supply of farm products 
is to reduce the acreage planted, legislation 
does not help here. Also voluntary restric- 
tion of acreage has been tried and has failed. 
The only alternative, therefore, is to find 
new uses and new markets for these products. 
In its fundamental aspects, therefore, the 
farm problem is similar to that in the coal 
industry. Moreover, it now appears likely 
that the same scientific forces operating 
to broaden the market for coal and to give 
new hope for the future of that industry, 
should likewise in the long run bring agri- 
culture back onto a profitable economic 
basis. I refer to the new scieatific re,earch 
that is being done to utilize waste products of 
the farms and to find a new uses for grain, 
cotton, corn, and other staple farm products. 
Chemical and mechanical research have 
already made great progress in this direction. 


Utilizing Corn Crop Waste Material 


“As a result of years of research in the 
corn belt the chemical engineers have come 
to the conclusion that we are wasting an- 
nually $1,000,000,000 worth of valuable 
products in the form of corn cobs ana corn 
stalks. Over three hundred possisle uses 
have already been found for these. Already 
a good grade of paper is veing manufactured 
from corn stalks. Other products that can 
be made are papier mache, wallboard, sub- 
stitutes for building lumber, rayon, acetic 
acid, acetone, maple sugar flavoring, oxalic 
acid, electrical and heating insulation, ethyl 
alcohol, butyl alcohol, furfural, starch, 
glucose, aad other valuable chemicals. All 
these can be made from corn stalks and 
cobs after the farmer has husked aad shelled 
the corn and has let the cattle and hogs 
eat what they will. Progress in this directioa 
is still in the experimental stage, wut has 
been sufficieatly demonstrated to show that 
a big source of added income is possible to 
the farmers from material that has always 
been regarded as waste and a nuisance. 


Building Material from Sugar-Cane 

“We all know the story of sugar-cane, 
and how an industry valued at millions of 
dollars annually has grown up from the 
utilization of the waste product. The crushed 
and dry cane known as bagasse, is being 
made into insulating board and sold in great 

uantities for building purposes. Five hun- 
dred thousand bagasse are annually pro- 
duced as a by-product formerly wasted by 
the sugar industry. A big sugar plantation 
has been started sn Blots a with a Dore

ditional bagasse for their expanding pro- 
duction. 


CottIn Benefitted by Research 


“Cotton has benifitted tremendously 
from chemical and mechanical discoveries. 
In the old days cotton seed was regarded as 
a waste product; but it is now the basis of a 
huge industry. In recent oe has developed 
the use of cotton in the manufacture of 
cellulose products. We are now making out 
of cotton everything from dynamite to 
artificial silk stockings. This, of course, is 
entirely apart from the regular cotton tex- 
tile business, in which a great many new uses 
have been developed in the past few years. 

The manufacture of cotton bags is rapidly 
increasing to take the place of bags made 
from imported material. The building and 
construction industry is using more cotton 
and canvas every year. One of the latest 
uses is in connection with cement road 
building where a loosely woven cotton 
fabric is placed between the foundation and 
the upper covering of the road to make a 
cleavage so that future repairs to the sur- 
face of the road will be less costly. The use 
of cotton in automobile tires, practically 
unknown thirty years ago, is today one of 
the largest sources of fabric consumption. 


Other Farm Waste Products of Possible 
Value 


“Chemists, plant breeders, economists, 
engineers, and soil scientists are all working 
toward broadening the markets for our 
agricultural products and other farm wastes 
and farm residue. Who can say what the 
future will bring forth as a result of these 
investigations? We may be able to utilize 
millions of tons of other farm wastes than 
those described above. The Bureau of Chem- 
istry and Soils has made a careful estimate 
of the material supply of such prodcuts. 
They find 115,000, tons annually of 
cereal straw, 3,000,000 tons of oat hulls, 
18,000,000 tons of cotton’ stalks, 1,800,000 
tons of cotton seed hulls, 2,200,000 tons of 
flax straw, and 70,000 tons of peanut hulls. 
There is a grand total of 260,570,000 tons 
of potentially useful agricultural waste and 
residue annually for which up to the present 
time very little use has been found. Not all 
of these products may be found valuable. 
So great have been the advances in chemistry 
in the past few years, however, that we may 
confidently look forward to new develop- 
ments even more startling than those yet 
achieved. 


“Up until recently all the scientific im- 
poovensns in connection with farm work 
ave tended to increase the production per 
man, and hereby, aggravate rather than 
alleviate the problem of over-production. 
The American farmer today is five times 
as efficient as his gradnfather. Formerly 
three men had to be employed to feed four 
men; today it only takes one man to feed 
four men. Introduction of power on the 
farm, scientific planting, cultivating, and 
Bancea tangs and various other efficiency 
methods have increased the production to a 
remarkable extent. Now, however, chemical 
and mechanical science has turned its at- 
tention to the problem of new uses for the 
surplus crops, which science itself in no

small measure, has been responsible for 
creating. The process will be slow, but in 
the long run it should prove one of the most 
hopeful developments toward the solution 
of the farm problem that has yet been sug- 
gested. The Babsonchart of business now 
registers six per cent above normal compared 
with just normal this time last year.” 


Water Power Cannot Supply Electric 
Needs 


If every available electrical horsepower 
which could be generated by falling water 
were Raat, developed, the total would 
be insufficient to meet the demand for 
electricity at the present time in the United 
States. 

Much of the water power which can be 
economically developed has already been 
harnessed, but with 72% of all water power 
in the United States located west of the 
Mississippi and 79% of the demand east 
of the Mississippi, the dependence of the 
people of the United States upon electric 
power must be on steam-generated rather 
than on water-generated power, as it is 
uneconomical to transport electricity a 
distance much in excess of 250 miles. 

Then, again, the great increase in effi- 
ciency of steam-generated electricity 
as compared with the comparatively sta- 
tionary efficiency point of water-generated 
electricity, makes further development of 
much water power problematical, 

A recent survey of electricity generated 
and used in the four great industrial states 
of Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan shows that while these four states 
consume nearly 17 1-2% of all the electricity 
used in the United States, only 10% of the 
amount which they use is generated by 
water power. 

This report also shows that electrical 
generating capacity in these states has 
increased 40% during the past three years, 
and because of the large increase in trans- 
mission lines, this increased generating 
capacity is much more efficiently utilized.
